One dem onstrator, who iden- 
ified himself as a m em ber of 
fie May 4th Coalition which is 
pposing construction of the $6 
nillion facility, stepped in front 
if the truck but was moved 
»side by KSU security police 
security police also forced 
about 25 dem onstrators away 
from the entrance. 
Opponents of the gymnasium, 
including the Coalition, have 
Just about 
exhausted every 
legal means to stopping con­ 
struction but still have requests 
to stop construction pending 
before the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Cincinnati 
and U.S. 
District Court 
in 
Cleveland. 
The tractor-trailer 
moving 
the equipment to the construc­ 
tion site was escored by one 
B 
lice car in front and five 
hind. Several KSU security 
officers also rode on the truck 
Several of the dem onstrators 
at the site wore m asks while 
cam pus police took pictures. 
T he 
d e m o n strato r 
who 
stepped in front of the truck, 


identified himself onlyas Louie, 
said he did so beause "I didn’t 
want the truck to go in and do 
the work -and the gym will be 
moved.” 
He as also asked why the 
number of dem onstrators at the 
site was so small and replied, 
“I really can’t say why we 
didn’t have that much support 
today. Hut there will be other 
attem pts to stop construction.” 
Robert Malone, director of 
security at KSU, said it had not 
been determined how much 
m ore equipm ent would be 
moved onto the site today. 
“The contractor will be in 
later to check out the site and 
see how’ much more heavy 
equipment he will want to bring 
in,” said Malone. "A fter he 
makes that decision, we’ll get 
the equipment onto the con­ 
struction site.”

"We w eren’t expecting any 
trouble and, is quite evident, we 
did everything possible to avoid 
a confrontation.

4 Hotels 
In Miami 


MIAMI 
(U PI) 
— Bom bs 
ap p aren tly set by m ilitant 
Cuban exiles exploded at four of 
the Miami a rea ’s best known 
hotels before daw n today, 
blowing out 
w indows 
and 
spattering dirt near pools and 
in lobbies. 
There were no injuries. 
The Pedro Luis Boitel Com­ 
mandoes, an anti-Fidel Castro 
organization of Cuban exiles 
which claimed responsibility 
for two sim ilar bombings in 
Washington Sept. 7, claimed 
responsibility for today’s ex­ 
plosions. 
The blasts cam e just hours 
before 
a 
planned 
m arch 
through Miami by Cuban exile 
groups to protest the thawing 
relations between the United 
States and Cuba 
The first bomb went off at 
2:03a.m. at downtown M iami’s 
Dupont Plaza. It was followed 
at 2:09 a.m by a blast at the 
Fontainebleau in Miami Beach, 
at 2:20 a m at the Sheraton 
Four Ambassadors in Miami 
and about an hour later at the 
Eden Roc at Miami Beach. 
The explosions at the two 
downtown Miami hotels 
the 
Dupont and Four Ambassadors 
were both in the swimming 
pool areas and caused the most 
dam age The bomb at the Eden 
Roc scattered dirt in a circular 
driveway leading to the buil 
ding Damage at the Fontaine­ 
bleau 
was 
described 
as 
negligible. 
F our A m bassadors Night 
m anager Jeff Crane said he 
didn’t even realize there had 
been an explosion He heard a 
noise, but thought it was from 
the parking garage or boiler 
room 
‘Then I smelled it — it 
smelled like burned wire 
and 
other people heard it,” he said 
"It was a small explosion It 
must not have been a vry large 
bomb,”

A six- 
week sum m er recess was to 
end today for the Ohio General 
Assembly as law makers pre­ 
pared to deal with legislation on 
energy, utilities and collective 
barg ain in g for public em ­ 
ployes. 
The Senate was to reconvenes 
at 2 p m. today and the House at 
4 p.m. in a session expected to 
last two weeks. 
Even that amount of time 
may not be long enough to 
finish all legislative business. 
Bills on congressional redis- 
trictin g and financing new 
capital construction program s 
may have to be put off until 
October 
The law makers have been on 
vacation for six weeks, al- 


though a num ber of committee 
meetings have been held in the 
interim. 
Prim e item is the bill setting 
up collective bargaining proce­ 
dures for public employes and 
offering them a limited right to 
strike. 


The bill is in a conference 
committee, having passed both 
the Senate and House in dif 
ferent forms, and there is sharp 
disagreem ent between leaders 
of the two cham bers. 


The m ain disagreem ents are 
over binding arbitration, m an­ 
agement rights, employment 
conditioas as a negotiable item 
and the scope of the agency 
shop. 
Senate President Pro Tern- 
S&T Plans To Idle 
5,000 In Campbell 


YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio <UPI) 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
Co 
announced today it will 
immediately shut down part of 
its production facilities in 
suburban Campbell because of 
foreign imports and "environ­ 
m ental considerations.” 
The 
shut dowm will result in the 
layoffs of about 5,000 employes 
RC Rieder. chairm an and 
chief executive officer of the 
Lvkes Corp. parent firm of 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube, 
said the production of hot-rolled 
sheets and plates, cold rolled 
sheets, some bar type produc­ 
tions and continuous weld pipe 
at the Campbell Works will be 
discontinued 
Production of seam less pipe 
will continue unaffected in the 
fu tu re, supported by steel 
produced at 
the Brier Hill 
Works 
in 
Youngstown. 
Coil 
finished bars and some special­ 
ty bar type products also will 
continue to be produced in the 
Youngstown district 
R ieder said Lykes Corp 
im m ediately will begin to 
concentrate a major portion of 
its steel producution at 
the 
Indiana Harbor Works on Lake 
M ichigan.near Chicago which 


contains the firm ’s newest an 
most modern production facili­ 
ties. 
“This action is taken with 
great reluctance, recognizing 
the impact of the decision on 
our m any loyal employes, their 
families and the communities 
who have had a deep involve­ 
ment in the Campbell works 
operations since the founding of 
the company,” Rieder said in a 
statem ent. "The dem and for 
hot rolled and cold rolled sheets 
which are the largest tonnage 
products 
produced 
at 
the 
C am pbell w orks, has been 
severely depressed 
during 
much of the past two and a half 
y ears.” 


Rieder said substantial capi 
tal expenditures will be re­ 
quired to place these facilities 
in a competitive position and in 
full compliance with environ­ 
mental laws. 


He said the cost-price rela 
tionship for products produced 
at those facilities does not 
justify further investment of 
the comapnv’s resources and 
the continuation of its invest­ 
ment in raw m aterial proper­ 
ties to support these faculties 
Israel Alerts Forces 
On Lebanon Frontier 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) 
Israeli forces along the frontier 
with Lebanon stepped up their 
level of alert today because of 
fears of Syrian involvement in 
the fighting between Palestini­ 
ans and Christians, military 
sources said. 
They said Israeli troops along 
the frontier have not 
been 
reinforced but their level of 
aw areness has been increased 
to the point of battle readiness. 
“They have not gathered new 
forces,” one source said "It is 
not a true alert in that sense 
because it would imply mobili 
zation The forces there are on 
a higher degree of aw areness.” 
Reports from Beirut said the 
fighting between the Palestini­ 
ans and the Israeli-b ack ed 
C h ristian s has reached its 
highest intensity in 10 months of 
fighting But the Israeli sources 
said the level of a rtille ry 
dueling has dropped off. 
The 
m ilitary 
com m and 
denied all reports of Israeli 
ground or air involvement in 
the fighting on behalf of the 


Christians though there has 
been artillery support 
Syrian forces, which entered 
Lebanon to enforce a cease-fire 
in the spring of 1976, thus far 
have stayed north of the Litani 
River, about 10 miles north of 
the frontier. 
The previous government of 
Prim e Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
warned Syria several times 
that a crossing of the Litani 
River would be regarded as a 
hostile move toward Israel. 
Israel has closed two of its 
four gateways in the chain link 
fence running the length of the 
fro n tier, at 
M etullah 
and 
Hanita. Military sources said 
they w ere closed 
because 
stray shells from artillery duels 
had landed near the fence and 
its nearby patrol road 
One shell killed a 22-year-old 
Israeli soldier several weeks 
ago while he was driving a 
tractor near the frontier.

Report Assigns Blame 
In Beverly Hills Fire 


FT . M IT C H E L L , Ky. (U P I) 
— The Beverly Hills Supper 
Club was jam med to twice its 
capacity and was replete with 
fire safety code violations the 
night a fire killed 164 persons, 
entucky fire investigators have 
found. 
State Police officials, in a 
voluminous report released late 
Sunday, blamed the nightclub’s 
owners, the state fire marshal 
and local authorities for actions 
which directly contributed to 
May 28 fire disaster. 
As the intensive 3l£-month 
inquiry concluded, 
Kentucky 
Gov. Ju lian Carroll suspended 
F ire M arshal W arren South- 
worth for “ ineffective enfor­ 
cement” of fire laws. 
But in the report, investiga­ 
tors pointed the main accusing 
finger at owner Richard Schil­ 
ling, for allowing, at 
times 
knowingly, deviations from fire 
safety codes w hich 
“ w ere 
manifold and extreme.” 


The report listed the major 
violations as: “ Locks on doors, 
absence 
of sp rin klers and 
proper fire w a lls, hazardous 
wiring, overcrowding, 
inade­ 
quate exits 
and 
im proper 
construction.” 
“ T he evidence 
of 
these 
violations was overwhelming,” 
the report concluded 
The probers also said South- 
worth’s office and sim ilarly 
empowered Southgate, Ky., fire 
inspection authorities failed to 


properly 
examine 
the 
huge 
nightclub. 
‘T h e picture that emerges is 
that the fire m arshal’s office 
knew of fire hazard problems at 
Beverly 
H ills,” 
they 
deter­ 
mined. “ Inspections were not 
com plete or thorough. The 
frequent suggestion in the 
statements that it was someone 
else’s 
task 
to 
remedy 
the 
situation does not reduce the 
overall obligation of the fire 
m arshal’s office. 
The report traced a history of 
inadequate fire safety enforce­ 
ment at the club. 
"Be verly Hills continued to 
operate although many of these 
code violations were known by 
the insurer, the operators and 
owners, and were noted as a 
matter of record in the fire 
marshal’s office,” it said. 
The danger inherent in the 
condition 
of 
the 
building 
became 
accute 
when 
over­ 
crowding was considered, the 
probers indicated. They ac­ 
cused state and local fire of­ 
ficials 
of 
"virtually 
no en­ 
forcement of the codes” con­ 
cerning limitations on room 
capacity. 
The proper “ occupant load” 
of the Cabaret Room the club’s 
main entertainment area, was 
536, investigators figured, but 
about 
1,360 
persons 
w ere 
jammed into the room that 
night The report noted at least 
160 of the 164 victims died in the

Valley Road Nursing Home 58- 
bed addition project at 
the

Damascus; and the $1,684,000 
Youngstown Hospital Associa­ 
tion and 
Northeastern 
Ohio 
Universities College of Medi­ 
cine project to build ambula- 
tbry care units which would 
fa cilitate 
the 
teaching 
of 
medical students in the areas of 
family practice, pediatrics, and 
internal medicine. 
Both the Fam ily Practice 
C enter and P e d ia tric O ut­ 
patient Clinic will be located at 
the North Unit, the latter adja­ 
cent to Tod Babies and Chil-

Medicine Clinic will be at the 
South Unit. 
Two Section 
1122 projects 
were recognized as non-sub­ 
stantive, thereby qualifying for 
staff review.

“ Smoke soon began coming 
from electrical fixtures and 
ducts.

people were knocked down and 
walked on. Dense smoke and 
hot gases then entered the room 
w ith 
high 
velocity. 
Those 
patrons to the rear of the ljne 
were overcome by smoke and 
fell upon those persons already 
on the floor and others being 
knocked down,” the probers 
confirmed through interviews. 
The report also accused the 
club’s owner of carrying out 
major remodeling without ob­ 
taining permits required by 
law. 
"Although invesitgation dis­ 
closed several renovation pro­ 
jects, no record could be found 
of their approval by the state 
fire marhshal’s office other 
than for the Garden Room,” it 
said. 
Some electrical wiring done 
at the Beverly Hills constituted 
“ a 
cle ar 
violation 
of 
the 
Standards of safety and per­ 
haps of the Kentucky Criminal 
Code,” by an electrician who 
did considerable work at the 
club, Je rry Krem er, and owner 
Richard Schilling, the report 
stated. 
F u rth e r com plicating the 
situation, almost no considera­ 
tion 
was 
given 
to 
training 
em ployes 
in 
em ergency 
procedures, investigators said 
They also said training in 
emergency evacuation proce­ 
dures was practically nil and 
the owner himself stated there 
was 
no 
m aster 
plan 
for 
evacuation. Such training js 
required by the National F ire 
Protection Association Life 
Safety Code.” 
As a result, the report said, 
when smoke was discovered 
“ no direction was given nor 
process for the system atic 
notification of employes in all 
areas of the club.” 
‘T h e exits themselves were 
confusing,” 
investigators de­ 
clared. ‘T h e path of travel to 
each of these exits was cir­ 
cuitous, in that occupants had 
to pass through various en­ 
closed 
areas. 
F ire fig h te rs 
found 20 bodies “ stacked” in a 
closet of the Cabaret Room.” 
When the Schillings opened 
the club in 1970, records in­ 
dicated 
“ concern 
for 
the 
existence of at least 10 major 
Standards 
of 
Safety 
violations,” probers said. But 
they added 
“ we have been 
unable 
to find 
any 
official 
records indicating that these 
were corrected.”

Senate Opens 
Debate On 
Gas Prices 


W ASH IN G TO N (U P I) - The 
Senate 
is 
believed 
evenly 
divided on the issue it debates 
this week — whether natural 
gas prices should be controlled 
by the government 
Taking up natural gas as part 
of 
its 
section-by-section 
ap­ 
proach 
to 
a 
comprehensive 
energy program, 
the Senate 
was beginning debate this 
afternoon on the price control 
issue with indications it is split 
down the middle on it. 
A final vote may come late in 
the week. 
Senate 
Energy 
Committee 
Chairman Henry Jackson, D- 
Wash., said the Senate “ could 
go either w ay” on the matter 
and may be close to a tie. 
His own committee tied 9-9 on 
deregulation versus continued 
controls and sent the adminis­ 
tration bill to the Senate floor 
for debate without amendment 
or committee endorsement. 
Interstate sales of natural 
gas now are regulated by the 
government under a ceiling of 
approximately $1.45 per thou­ 
sand cubic feet 
Sales made in the state in 
which the gas is produced — the 
intrastate market — are free of 
price controls. 
P ric e s per 
thousand cubic feet vary from 
less than $1 to more than $2. 
President 
Carter 
proposed 
keeping federal 
controls 
on 
interstate gas matched with 
expansion of controls into the 
intrastate 
sales. 
The 
White 
House wants both 
interstate 
and intrastate gas to sell at no 
more than approximately $1.75 
per thousand cubic feet. 
Gas industry officials lost a 
sim ilar fight 
in 
the 
House, 
which rejected deregulation in 
favor of C arter’s plan 
The administration argued in 
the House that deregulation 
would be a consumer “ ripoff” 
costing the public between $41 
billion and $120 billion through 
1985 and that $1 75 price for 
newly discovered gas is enough 
over the existing $1.46 ceiling to 
spur exploration and head off 
gas shortages.

D C , Cleveland attorney E li­

historically most unwilling to 
do.” 
Ms. Boyer said that aside 
from possible abuse and depri­ 
vation within m arriage, “the 
greatest area of legal inequities

D e a th of o n e ’s 
husband and divorce a re risks 
w hich m ust be faced, as well as

disinclination on the p a rt of 
one’s husband.” 
Som e of her other findings: 
—the 
level 
of support

which a husband m ust m aintain 
his wife is totally discretionary. 
A m an m ay legally in Ohio 
spend his m oney at the races 
and let his wife go half-fed. 
—The hom em aker is uncov­ 
ered by any insurance, p rivate 
or through social security, for 
disabilities that keep h er from 
w o rk in g . Y et, for fa m ilie s 
facing such a problem , a full­ 
tim e housekeeper costs about 
$400 a month. 
—T he 
credit 
of th e 
non­ 
earning wife is w hatever her 
husband w ants to give her and a 
c re d ito r w ill a p p ro v e . M s. 
Boyer said despite a new credit 
law in Ohio, sex discrim ination 
is still evident. 
—C urrent sta te and federal 
law levies a tax on property a 
husband leaves to his w ife, even 
jointly held property. But no 
tax is due if the property is left 
to a governm ental agency or 
charity. 
She said p articularly hard hit 
a re farm wives who inherit 
large tracts of land they m ay 
have co-owned and w orked for 
years. If the m arket value of 
the land is high, they frequently 
m ust sell at least som e of the 
property for estate taxes.

DEAR IDA — Yours is a very common problem and a 
hazard, too. I spoke with a shoe repairman who told me 
that many of today’s shoes have both plastic soles and 
heels and even changing the plastic heels to rubber will 
help the problem. Often the plastic soles can be changed 
to leather but this depends on the style of the shoe. Sand 
paper is often suggested for “ roughening” the soles of 
shoes and works on composition soles but only makes 
plastic soles even slicker. —POLLY.

The fastest growing union in the United States 
is the American Federation of State. County and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCM E). In the past 13 
years it has tripled in size, until now, with 750,000 
members, it is the fourth largest union in the 
trade union federation, the AFL-CIO Under its 
president Jerry Wurf, a fighting product of the 
streets of New York. AFSCM E has changed from 
a genteel, almost elitist, organization to an 
aggressive force in the labor movement 
Wurf’s constituency reflects a cross-section of 
the labor force, from unskilled laborers to 
{ rofessionals The union includes employees of 
>tate, county and municipal governments, school 
districts, public hospitals and non-profit agen­ 
cies 
hospital health workers, about 170,000 
strong, make up the largest group Certain 
classes of government employees such as 
teachers 
and 
firemen, 
with 
their 
own 
organizations, are not in AFSCM E's jurisdiction 
through its various subdivisions, the union 
bargains not only for its dues-paying members 
but also for about 500.000 workers who are 
prohibited from joining any union by their state 
or local governments but who get many of the 
benefits from the collective bargaining of others 
(All 
but 
16 states 
now 
permit 
collective 
bargaining at some, if not all. levels of public 
employment.> 
The union’s progress had been made at an 
improbable time For the past three years, a 
period of recession and slow recovery public 
administrators, caught in a squeeze between 
inflation and an eroding tax base, have strongly- 
opposed most union demands The public em­ 
ployee unions which at first attracted attention 
f>y the vigor of their approach began to lose 
support w hen it became clear that their demands 
for improved fringe benefits and wages forced 
up local taxes 
At first taxpayers were willing to go along with 
generous settlements rather than suffer the 
inconvenience of strikes But the public mood 
has changed as the union itself now recognizes 
So the union has had to seek a more responsible 
image 
In New York, for example, vvictor 
Gotbaum. as fanatical a character as his friend 
Wurf has built up his union’s prestige by its 


willingness to help the city out of its financial 
problems 
But AFSCM E is not the only union cultivating 
the terrain of local governments It has ran­ 
corous competition from the Service Employees 
Union, the Laborers and the Teamsters In an 
effort to quell the bitterness among its affiliats 
the AFL-CIO has organized a public employees 
department, but Wurf pays scant attention to 
this umbrella organization He is not a man who 
is easily fenced in by what he calls the 
“ irrational rivalries that exist in the American 
trade union movement.” 


The real quarrel, as Wurf sees it, is with 
governors, mayors and county executives who 
are quick to move in on unions A conspicuous 
example is the stormy confrontation between 
Wurf and Mayor Maynard Jackson, the liberal 
black leader in Atlanta. Ga 
Wurf charges 
Jackson with double-crossing the local union, by- 
failing to keep a promise to increase the wages of 
the lower paidh employees He has unleashed a 
verbal barrage on television and in full page 
newspaper advertisements, in support of the 
Atlanta branch Although he privately deplored 
the ineffective tactics of the union leaders in 
Atlanta, his lively defense of them has won 
loyalty among the rank and file. 


Like Jackson, Wurf has a background in 
liberal causes He has long been a leader in the 
ccvil rights movement, a man who gave full and 
early support to Martin Luther King In 1968, 
King backed Wurf’s campaign to organize the 
garbage collectors in Memphis. Tennessee 
Standing on the left in American politics, it js 
not surprising that Wurf is worried about the 
image of the Ibor movement. So he has spent 
more than 11 million in the last year on an ad­ 
vertising campaign to change the public mood 
The theme of the advertisements is: "The 
business of governments is people ” 
Wurf often says he feels “lonely” inside the 
AFL-CIO 
"If only the Unitee Auto Workers 
came back to the AFL-CIO.” he says, "We could 
start beating a drum which would set the whole 
labor movement marching I ’m tired of being on 
the detersive "H e may not be so much longer

M EXICO C ITY (U P I) - The 
government of President Jose 
Lopez Portillo has made its 
first venture into foreign policy 
with a pointed criticism of the 
Panama Canal treaties that 
seems aimed at telling the 
United States that Mexico still 
intends to maintain 
an 
in­ 
dependent stance in foreign 
affairs 
Lopez Portillo did not go to 
Washington for the signing of 
the treaties on Sept 7. Some 
observers said his absence was 
intended to show Mexico's 
disapproval of the fact that the 
United States is entitled to 
intervene militarily to defend 
the canal's neutrality. 
When the canal treaties were 
discussed at a six-nation Latin 
American summit in Bogota 
last August, Lopez Portillo also 
objected to a L'S proposal that 
the United States be given 
exclusive rights to build anoth­ 
er canal in Panama 
So the Mexican president did 
not go to Washington, pleading 
"prior commitments." Instead, 
he 
sent 
Foreign 
M inister 
Santiago Roel, who said he was 
there to “ defend the sovereign­ 
ty of the canal.” At Mexico’s 
behest, the wording of the 
Declaration of Washington, 
signed by Latin American 
leaders as a show of support for 
the treaties, was toned aown It 
m e r e ly 
c o n g r a t u la t e d 
Presidents Carter and Omar 
Torrijos “for having initiated 
the steps that would lead to full 
sovereignty of the republic of 
Panama over the totality of its 
territory ” 
This position is in line with 
Mexico's traditional policy of 
non-intervention in foreign af­ 
fairs 
But 
it 
also 
seems 
calculated to remind Washing­ 
ton that Mexico under Lopez 
Portillo is still as free-thinking 
— though more tactful — as it 
was under former President 
Luis Echeverria 
Lopez Portillo's decision not 
to go to Washington for the 
signing coincided with his 
strongest public statement yet 
on US.-Mexico relations. In his 
first State of the Nation report 
on Sept 1. he chided the United 
States for "importing capital, 
but no labor.” He also warned 
his 
northern 
neighbor 
to 
respect the human rights of 
Mexican migrant workers, and 
avoid 
"police 
m easures" 
against the illegals 
Mexico’s objections to the 
canal treaties cannot have been 


welcome to the Carter adminis­ 
tration. which would like to 
have a Latin American consen­ 
sus on the pacts. Nor can it 
have been agreeable to Tor­ 
rijos, who is under fire by 
Panama's left for the wide 
powers of military intervention 
given the United States under 
the treaties 
Mexico’s reservations about 
the treaties may have the effect 
of hardening opposition to the 
treaties in Panama Panama's 
Independent 
Lawyers Move­ 
ment recently sent a telegram 
of congratulations * to Lopez 
Portillo. 
“ Just like you. we repudiate 
any treaty that would conse­ 
crate the legalization of Ameri­ 
can intervention in our coun- 


try,” it said. 
The government’s stands on 
the canal and on the immigrant 
problem also seems aimed at 
mollifying political opponents 
at home 
There 
has 
been 
criticism 
from the left, for example, that 
the planned gas pipeline from 
Mexico's 
rich 
southeast 
oilfields to Texas will increase 
Mexico's dependence on the 
United States 
Lopez Portillo used his report 
on the state of the nation to 
defend the gasline.

Perhaps it’s the humidity, 
which 
makes 
this 
city 
notoriously 
steamy 
and 
possibly warps rational thought 
processes Whatever the cause, 
summertime seems to bring out 
the w orst in Washington and its 
politicians 
The low point of the now- 
fading summer of 1977 un 
doubtedly was the spectacle of 
a "good government” president 
engaging in an embarrassingly 
display of public affection for a 
banker-turned politician whose 
fiscal follies were disavowed by 
even the . American Bankers 
Association, 
a 
group 
not 
previously 
known 
for 
its 
zealous concern about industry 
ethics. 
Ranking right behind that 
show in terms of outlandish 
political behavior was the 
strange episode in which the 
House 
of 
Representatives 
feigned surprise uoon osten­ 
sibly "discovering” that the 
toothless pussycats selected 
long ago as members of its 
Ethics Committee weren’t 
fierce tigers in disguise. 
The committee has virtually 
unbroken record of ignoring or 
sweeping under the rug all 
p oten tially 
em barrassing 
cases, a felicitous approach for 
the minority of cornercutters 
and crooks as well as the 
majority of 
legislators who 
simply abhor scandals in their 
midst. 
The Committee on Standards 
of Official Conduct, as the panel 
is formally titled, was able to 
walk away from those earlier 
cases because they didn’t 
generate sufficient publicity or 
citizen indignation to force a 
full investigation. 
Then along came Tongsun 
Park, 
the 
Korean 
wheeler- 
dealer 
whose 
activities 
produced a wholesale threat to 
the reputations of dozens of 
present 
and 
former 
congressmen. After months of 
scathing news stories, the 
co m m it te e 
r e l u c t a n t l y 
bestirred itself. 
The 12-member committee is 
composed almost exclusively of 
men who continue to support 
the discredited philosophy of 
“ to get along you’ve got to go 
along” as the key to survival 
and success in the House. 
Its leader is Rep. John J. 
Flynt J r , D-Ga., 62 vears old, a 


veteran of 22 years in the House 
and representative of a district 
which ?an» rxit to the south and 
west of Atlanta. 
It was Flynt who lost control 
of the Korean probe after bis 
specially appointed chief in­ 
vestigator resigned in protest 
over the comm ittee’s foot- 
dragging 
It was Flynt who 
publicly proclaimed that the 
committee 
would 
actively 
pursue its probe throughout the 
summer, then went off on a 
European junket. 
Flyn t’s unusual dalliance 
with the Ford Motor Co. is well 
known in Georgia, where it was 
a major campaign issue in 1974, 
but 
the 
story 
deserves 
recounting for the rest of the 
nation to illustrate prevailing 
ethical standards in the House 
Ford operates an assembly 
plant in Hapeville, a subqrb 
just south oi Atlanta. In tbe 
summer of 1972, that facility 
was burdened with 3,000 excess 
Torinos which had to be tem­ 
porarily 
withheld 
from 
the 
market for additional emission 
control testing. 
The way Flynt tells it, Ford 
officials went up in an airplane 
to scout around for a suitable 
storage field and, without even 
knowing, the identity of the 
owner, 
selected 
the 
congressman’s 600-acre farm 
as an ideal location 
Ford stored its cars on 
Flynt’s farm for five weeks and 
paid him two months’ rent 
totaling $12,500. Slightly more 
than a year later, Ford and the 
nation’s other major auto 
makers were on Capitol Hill to 
seek 
one of the 
numerous 
delays in implentation of tough 
federal 
emission 
control 
standards Flynt voted for the 
postponement. 
That information was turned 
up by Flynt’s Republican op­ 
ponent in 1974 and 1976, a 
college professor named Newt 
Gingrich who also discovered 
that 
Joe 
Akin, 
carried 
on 
Flynt’s congressional payroll at 
an annual salary of $10,500 was 
manager of Flynt’s farm. 
It 
was 
following 
those 
disclosures that Flynt was 
elevated to the post which 
makes 
him 
the 
House’s 
paradigm of ethical standards 
— and his colleagues pretend to 
be startled when they discover 
that Flynt and his fellow 
committee members aren’t 
very enthusiastic about pur­ 
suing the Korean bribery in­ 
vestigation.

in the real world. 
What we have to do is teach 
our children to live in the real 
world, w ith all its faults, and to 
choose between the good and 
bad realities, and guide them to 
choose the good and protect 
themselves from and change 
the bad, violent things. 
That's what I ’m trying to do. 
I may not be doing a perfect 
job, but I'm trying. I only hope 
every other parent is doing the 
same.

Launches 
Busy Week 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — Be­ 
ginning a busy week, President 
Carter was embarking on 
crucial talks seeking peace in 
the Middle East, making a new 
plea for his energy program 
and tackling the issue of 
mandatory retirement. 
The President planned talks 
with Israeli Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan today on the 
issues of the Palestine Libera­ 
tion Organizatin’s 
role in 
Middle East peace talks and 
Israeli settlements on the West 
bank of the Jordan River. 
He meets in coming days with 
Arab leaders in a similar effort 
to find mutual grounds for a 
possible settlement. 
UN. Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim 
said 
Sunday 
the 
talks in coming days will be 
crucial, because the situation in 
the Middle East will deteriorate 
“ dramatically” next year, in 
the absence of some new 
breakthrough 
toward 
peace. 
He said the Soviet Union 
shares his pessimism. 
Meanwhile, much of the 
President’s proposed energy 
plan has run into stiff op­ 
position since he first tried to 
muster support for it back in 
May. 
Today’s energy meeting with 
several key senators was the 
outgrowth of the session Carter 
had last week with 13 GOP 
members 
including Minority 
Leader Howard Baker, on a 
wide range of subjects. 
According to White House 
aides, the latest meeting was 
called to clarify positions and 
give Carter a chance to plead 
his case directly once again. 
Several proposals have been 
suggested in dealing with 
mandatory retirem ent, and 
Carter ordered several agency 
heads and top advisers to weigh 
what moves the administration 
should take. 
The meeting was called “ to 
formulate policy toward man­ 
datory retirement, which has 
several options available at this 
point,” a White House spokes­ 
man said. 
One possibility would be to 
outlaw 
forced 
retirement 
before 70 
Many firms now 
require retirement when an 
employe turns 65.

WASHINGTON (U P I) - Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
declared today Bert Lance’s 
future is in the hands of “ two 
men — the president of the 
United States and Bert Lance.” 
Carter said public opinion has 
shifted strongly to his embat­ 
tled budget director. 
During 20 grueling hours of 
testimony last week before the 
Senate Governmental Affairs 
Committee, Lance maintained 
innocence of wrongdoing in 
personal banking and financial 
matters before entering the 
government. 
Ribicoff, chairman of the 
committee Governmental Af­ 
fairs Committee, and Charles 
Percy of Illinois, ranking 
Republican on the panel, said 
Sunday Lance should resign 
But he refused, and Carter’s 
statement today 
seemed 
to 
indicate Lance would try to 
weather the storm. 
Ribicoff said he was suspend­ 
ing for two weeks the hearings 
into Lance’s fitness to hold high 
office, and would make no 
recommendations during that 
period or issue any report on 
the committee’s findings thus 
far. 
“ I don’t know what to write a 
report on,” Ribicoff told report­ 
ers before today’s scheduled 
meeting. 
Asked what he thought about 
Lance’s 
future, 
Ribicoff 
replied, "At this stage, it’s 
between two 
men 
— 
the 
president of the United States 
and Bert Lance.” 
Press Secretary Jody Powell 
said Carter feels that Lance 
enhanced his situation before 
the committee, 
citing 
2,270 
telephone calls and telegrams 
since Lance began his defense 
on national television Thursday 
morning. 
Of these, Powell said, 2,025 
backed Lance, 245 opposed him. 
Powell gave no indication 
when Carter would hold an 
expected news conference this 
week where the president is 
expected to make his decision 
on keeping his long-time friend 
and close political adviser. 


Ribicoff and Percy both said 
in telephone interviews Sunday 


they have not retreated from 
the stance they took at the 
White House on Labor Day. 
“ I 
haven’t changed 
the 
opinion 
that 
I 
expressed 
before,” said Ribicoff. “ I ’m not 
going to make any additional 
comment. My position has not 
changed since then.” 
Percy said he is convinced 
“ more than ever” that Lance 
should step down. 
“ I think if the name were sent 
forward 
today 
as 
a 
new 
nomination, there would be 
little likelihood,” of Lance’s 
being confirmed, Percy said. 
‘The corollary would be, I 
think, it’s best under the cir­ 
cumstances for him to step 
aside so the nation can get on 
with its business.” 
Percy noted that while the 
Senate has no power to remove 
Lance from officq, President 
Carter has indicated he will 
make a decision on whether to 
retain his budget director and 
longtime friend after hearing 
Capitol Hill opinions. 
“ We are now giving our 
advice,” Percy said. 
Most members of the 17-man 
Governmental Affairs Commit­ 
tee have not yet expressed an 
opinion on Lance’s 20-hours of 
testimony. 
But two who have are Sen. 
Thomas Eagleton, D-Mo., and 
Sen. William Roth, R-DeL, on 
opposite sides of the issue. Both 
said Sunday on CBS-TV’s Face 
the Nation they thought Lance 
would keep his job. 
Eagleton said he “ most 
certainly” assumes that Lance 
will remain in his job and hopes 
the committee hearings will 
end soon because they have 
become "a three-ring circus.” 
Roth also said “ the current 
intent of the President” ap­ 
pears to be to retain Lance. But 
he said he still has serious 
questions about 
the former 
Georgia banker’s ethics. 
At the presidential retreat at 
Camp David Sunday, Carter 
declined comment on the issue 
and on the insistence of Ribicoff 
and Percy that Lance should

Vitamin can cause harm

D EA R DR LA M B - Per­ 
mit me to ask about hair loss 
from too much vitamin A Is it 
progressive or should the hair 
return when the vitamin A is 
stopped? Could this be the 
reason for the progressive 
hair loss in our son’s case'' He 
was given massive doses of 
vitamin A for acne in his high 
school years and about then ho 
started losing his hair. Our 
family is a hairy bunch for 
generations back to the 
Revolutionary War so this is 
not inherited 
Time goes on and year after 
year he keeps losing his hair 
He is a happy person and looks 
fine despite his baldness but 
his sons are approaching the 
acne age and if vitamin A is 
the culprit we should know Is 
that type of hair loss perma­ 
nent and progressive'' 
D EA R R EA D ER 
As soon 
as the vitamin A is stopped 
the trend should start rever­ 
sing itself and eventually stop. 
If your grandsons develop 
acne they should not be 
treated with vitamin A cap­ 
sules or pills as that does no 
good at all 
Vitamin A acid is used on 
the surface of the skin to en­ 
courage skin peeling and im­ 
prove the skin but this is not 
the same thing as vitamin A 
and must be prescribed by a 
physician 
Vitamin A was once thought 
to be useful in treating acne 
but we know now that it 
doesn't help at all I am anx­ 
ious that young people realize 
this so they will not pop large 
amounts of vitamin A on their 
own Such a practice is not 
only useless but it can be 
harmful 
I am sending you the Health 
Letter number 8-2, Acne Can 
Be Treated, so it will be 
available for your grandsons

and clean the grains and store f £ 
them in jars till we are ready 
to use them. Then we run the 
amount of grain we need 
through a mill to make either 
flour or cereal 
Cereals are sweetened with 
honey and a little molasses. 
Breads are made using one 
part home grains and two 
parts store bought flour 
Is this a good healthy diet 
for us? What do you think of 
using natural grains? We have 
just about given up those flat 
tasteless cereals since we 
have been enjoying whole 
grain cereals. 
D EA R R E A D E R - The 
natural grains are just fine 
and they provide a good 
amount of bulk that you may 
also need If you like the taste, 
from a nutrition point of view 
there is no reason why you 
should not use them 
I would add only one cau­ 
tion Be sure the grains you 
use are for food purposes and 
not for seeds. Some seed 
grains have been treated with 
chemicals, pesticides and the 
iike if you happen to use seed 
grains for food you could 
fatally poison yourself. So 
always be sure what kind of 
whole grain you are buying. 
The grains you mention 
belong to one of the four basic 
food groups, cereals and 
bread You still need a proper 
amount of the fruit and 
vegetable group, the milk and 
dairy products group and the 
meat group for a good balanc­ 
ed diet

Wave Of Abductions 
Sweeps Across Europe 


ROME (U P I) — Kidnap Inc., 
once the fastest growing in­ 
dustry in Italy, is branching out 
to other 
m ajor 
European 
markets. Business is booming. 
Although 
Italy 
still 
leads 
Europe in the number of kid- 
papings with 53 this year and 
the amount of ransom paid, an 
estimated $65 million over the 
past two years, the crime is 
catching on rapidly in West 
Germany, France and Spain. 


One Italian kidnaper claimed 
his overhead costs run at tan 
$11,000 a day and ransoms have 
jumped to record highs — 
police estimate the average 
ransom at $450,000. 
When one Italio2shopowner 
told telephoning kidnapers all 
he could raise for his wife’s 
ransom was 
$330,000, 
one 
sneered, “ That won’t even pay 
our expenses. These things cost 
$11,000 a day.” 


Kidnap-related industries are 
springing up 
Wealthy businessmen and 
politicians are surrounding 
themselves and their families 
with heavily armed bodyguards 
and even taking out kidnap 
insurance. 
Driving schools in Switzer­ 
land and Italy have begun 
teaching chauffeurs 
how 
to 
prevent their bosses from being 
kidnaped. And a custom au­ 
tomobile shop in Italy special­ 
izes in installing armor and 
bullet-proof glass in limousines. 
But all the new precautions 
have failed to stem the tide of 
abductions throughout Europe. 
The kidnapers have diverse 


motives. Some of the ransom 
money 
has 
turned 
up 
in 
European hideouts of both 
ultra-left and ultra-right urban 
guerrillas. 
Some kidnapers use ransom 
to buy guns and others to 
finance other criminal ven­ 
tures. The biggest kidnaping in

There have been three major 


kidnapings in Spain this year, 
two of them carried out by 
political extremists. The third, 
that of the Belgian consul’s 
daughter, was apparently car 
ried out for ransom. 
French extremists got into 
the act with the kidnaping of 
Lucino Revelli-Beaumont, 58, 
the head of Fiat-France 
His 
kidnapers threatened to kill 
him because of the Fiat auto 
company’s alleged exploitation 
of its workers 
They settled for $2 million in 
ransom and released Revelli 
Beaumont 
unharmed. 
Police 
later arrested the kidnapers 
and recovered most of 5 e 
money from secret Swiss bank 


accounts. 
Humans have not been the 
only kidnap victims in Europe 
Among the other targets have 
been a race horse, a talking 
Mynah bird, a pair of dead 
bodies, negatives of a Federico 
Fellini film and an Afghan 
hound.

Youth Scorned Her Love 
American Woman Suspected 
Of Kidnaping Missionary

Yard today sought a man and a 
wealthy American woman sus­ 
pected of kidnaping a young 
American missionary, who 
once scorned her love and kept 
him shackled and handcuffed 
for three days. 
Kirk Anderson, 21, a Mormon 
missionary from Provo, Utah, 
talked Sunday to Scotland Yard 
detectives about the ordeal that 
ended Saturday with his release 
in central London. 
Scotland Yard notified the 
F B I about the case and ordered 
all British airports and ports to 
be on the lookout for Joyce 
Mclnney, 27, 
the American 
woman whom Anderson says he 
jilted, and Keith Joseph May, 
25, of Los Angeles. 
Dutch Couple 
Parents Of 
Sextuplets 


L E Y D E N , 
N etherlands 
(U P I) — Sextuplets born to a 
young Dutch couple are in good 
condition and already have an 
agent to handle their business 
affairs, doctors at Leyden’s 
University Hospital said 
The four boys and two girls 
born Sunday at the hospital in 
Leyden, near Amsterdam, are 
the first sextuplets born in 
Holland and only the second set 
known to have lived more than 
a few hours after their birth. 
The 28-year-old mother, from 
the town of Heemskerk, near 
Haarlem, had been taking 
fertility drugs The babies were 
born two months prematurely 
and were delivered by Caesari­ 
an section, doctors said 
"The babies are in very good 
condition,” a hospital spokes­ 
man said They were the first 
children for the couple, whose 
names were not disclosed by 
hospital authorities. 
Three boys and three girls 
born to Susan Jane Rosenko- 
witz in Cape 
Town, 
South 
Africa, on Jan 
11, 1974, are 
recorded as the only other 
surviving set of sextuplets 
The actual birth of the Dutch 
babies, weighing between 2.2 
pounds and 2 7 pounds, took 
only 70 seconds for all six, 
doctors said. 
From the start, Holland’s 
newest 
citizens 
were 
given 
first-class treatment, with in­ 
dividual doctors 
taking 
im­ 
mediate charge of each infant 
as it was born 
A medical team of 15 was on 
hand for the operation 
“ We 
had eight doctors in attendance 
so two were disappointed,” the 
hospital spokesman joked. 
Prof. Jan Bennebroek Gra- 
venhorst, the man in charge of 
the birth, said the babies were 
born at 10:15 a m. <4:15 a.m. 
EDT) 
The 
mother 
had 
begun 
special medical treatment and 
had 
entered 
University 
Hospital 
14 weeks ago in 
preparation for the anticipated 
multiple birth. 
The babies also can claim one 
more record of sorts — they are 
the youngest persons ever to 
have a business agent. 
The hospital announced an 
agent had already been ap­ 
pointed to handle the sextu­ 
plets’ business affairs because 
the birth has generated consid 
erable publicity in Holland and 
around the world 
The agent’s main line of 
business is handling the affairs 
of 
Holland’s 
star 
soccer 
players 


"We think they can assist us 
in connection with the kid­ 
naping,” said Detective Chief 
Supt. Bill Hucklesby. “ They 
could have left the country but I 
very much doubt it " 
Detectives said Anderson told 
them Saturday he was ab­ 
ducted Wednesday after taking 
a walk with a man posing as a 
prospective “ convert.” The 
man was believed to be May, 
police sources said 
Detectives talking to Ander­ 
son at the police station in 
Epsom, the village south of 
London where he was kidnaped, 
also quizzed three unidentified 
men Sunday. They later were 
released 
without 
being 
charged 
Anderson told police a blan 
ket was thrown over his head, 
he was bundled into a car and 
driven to a house The kidnap 
vehicle was recovered Sunday 
in the London area, police said 
“ While he was kidnaped he 
was kept handcuffed and his 
legs 
were 
shackled,” 
Hucklesby said 
“ I stress he 
was not harmed in any way. He 
was well-treated and well-fed .” 
Hucklesby said Anderson told 
detectives following his release 
that “ a lot of talk had been 
going on in the house connected 
with the domestic problem he 
(Anderson) has.” 
Alter Anderson disappeared, 
Mormon church officials said 
he had been the victim of 
harassment 
in the United 
States by an older, wealthy 
woman whose love he had 
scorned 
They said Anderson had been 
physically assaulted, had his 
car tires slashed and his vehicle 
was run off the road several 
times 
during 
a 
two-year 
harassment campaign. 
Anderson came to Britain 10 
months ago as one of his 
church's 1,500 missionaries 
t here

public aware of 504 (a part of 
Title V of the Rehabilitation 
Act) which forbids discrimina­ 
tion against all handicapped,” 
she aaded. 
Throughout this year she will 
be making many appearances 
and one she would like very 
much is a visit with President 
Jim m y Carter. 
She visited with him when he 
was governor of Georgia, but 
has not seen him since he 
became President. 
She has been in a wheelchair 
since the age of two, being a 
partial paraplegic because of a 
spinal cord ailment.

She spends about 18 hours in 
the wheelchair a day, and likes 
sports, reading, codking, doing 
macramè, needlepoint and gar­ 
dening. She is learning wheel­ 
chair tennis. 
During the Sunday informal 
breakfast, Mrs. Sloan longed to 
be in a pair of blue jeans and 
comfortable T-shirt instead of 
the blue pants suit she donned. 
When asked how she felt the 
morning after, she replied: “ I 
woke up and saw the roses and 
realized the Good Fairy didn’t 
leave them.” 
One of the first things she did 
while sipping a cup of coffee 
was call her boss at his Atlanta 


home to break the news to him.
